Adjournment of the Weber Court- 
Martial To-Day Under Ludi - 
crous Circumstances. 


Sergt. Weber Appears at the Bar- 
racks in Civilian Attire 


But the Court Orders Him to Come in Uni- 
form.and Will Wait Until To-Morrow for 
Him to Change Ris Clothes—A Witness 
Who Has no Regimentals Explains His 
Predicament and Gets His Advice—Lieut. 
Watkins, the Prosecutor, Early on the 
Scene—Last Scene in the Uproarious 
Farce Which Is Now Interfering With the 
Work of the Local Signal Service Station. 


URIOUSLY the great 
throbbing heart of the 
nation responded when 
the people heard that 
g Sergt. Weber of the Sig- 
gnal Service, who would 
not stand up at Lieut. 
Watkins’ command, was 
to be tried to-day, for 
they thought that when 
that most important case 
was ended and the court 
had rendered its verdict 
the army could resume its 
work and the danger of 
its disbanding would be 
past. Lieut. Watkins 
was as anxious as the 
— people to get through with 


— eee. It and it was a great dis- 
appointment to bim when 


the announcement was made that the 
court had adjourned. Lieut. Watkins ap- 
peared in full uniform of dark blue 
with brass buttons and soldier straps, and a 
natty littlecap. He is not a soldierly man, 
but what there is of him is very nice. The 
uniform presented a pleasant appearance. 
Lieut. Watkins looked grim. His mustache 
had been cut in a severe, military way, that 
gave bim a looked of grim determination. He 
went to the Union Depot early this morning to 
take the 8:30 train for Jefferson Barracks, 
where the court-martial was to be held. He 
attracted a good deal of attention there, walk- 
ing up and down the platform, and numbers 
of ladies said he looked real nice. Sergt. 
Weber came aown shortly before the train 
left, and with him was quite a party of people 
who are interested in his case. WM. C. Mar- 


shall and Bertram D. Kribben, his attorneys, 
were there, James J. Gray, the assistant ob- 
server who was called on by Lieut. Watkins 
to witness the Sergeant's acts of insubordina- 
tion, Stephen Connell, the office boy. Mrs. 
Weber was with him and the Sergeant’s 
mother and Mrs. George ©. Arntz and Miss 
Dot Burns. They passed Lieut. Watkins and 
the Sergeant saluted The Lieutenant 
straightened up and returned the salute. 
Then they got aboard the train, and un- 
fortunately for Lieut. Watkins, he took a seat 
just in front of Sergt. Weber and Mr. Marshall. 

THE LIEUTENANT 
was nervous. He fidgeted in his seat and 
showed an inclination to turn around every 
time he heard the prisoner speak to his attor- 
ney. His hands seemed to be in his way and 
he fumbled with his ticket. He dropped it a 
dozen times while he was trying to read 
what was pr edfton it. In truth, the 
Lieutenant would not have been woree 
scared if be had been facing a battery than he 
was with Sergt. Weber behind him. Aftera 
little while he changed hisseat. He went to 
the forward endof the carand to the sur- 
srise of everyone sat down in the 
midst of a lot of privates who were 
going to the Barracks. None of 
them stood =P In fact they paid no attention 
tohim and he did not order them to stand. 
Their conduct when the train stopped at the 
Barracks Station was a surprise to everyone, 
for they formed aline in the aisle and shut 
the Lieutenant in his seat, then walked out of 
the door leaving the Lieutenant to follow. 
Lieut. Walkins did no stopthem. He may 
prefer charges against them, but he said 
nothing then. 

THE WEBER PARTY 
got ont and walked up the terrace to the Bar- 
rack grounds, but Lieut. Watkins could notbe 
seen. Some feared that he might have fallen 
into the river, butit was learned afterwards 
that he had not. The morning drill was going 
on and the visitors watched it with a goo 
deal of interest, but still kept wonder- 
ing what had become of the Lieutenant. 
For a long time nothing could be seen of him, 
but at last some one caught sightof bis head 
and pointed him out. He was behind the 
music stand peeping over the railin 
at the real soldiers who were drit- 
ing. He N knew he had been 
discovered, for he left at once and immured 
himself in the headquarters. The othors 
strolled about the grounds and watched the 
soldiers drilling. he arsenul band was play- 
ing a medley from ‘‘Nanon,’’ and over in au- 
other part of the Barracks a detaehment was 
being equipped for the West. The sights were 
interesting and Sergt. Weber seemed to enjoy 
looking at them.

Hippolyte’s Complete Victory Over 
Legitime, His Rival.

„Black Friday“ Disaster. 


Two Thousand Bodies Under the Burn- 


lng Ruins at Johnstown. 


Vandals Shot, Drowned and 
Hanged by the Sheriff's Posse. 


The Number of Dead Estimated at From 
10,000 to 12,000—A Dark and Dreary Day 
at Johnstown-—The Work of Recovering 
the Dead—An Attempt to Let the Ruins 
Burn Frustrated—How the Dam Broke— 
Efforts to Avert the Flood—Charred Re- 
mains Found in Shattered Houses—Sad 
Scenes at the Morgues—Wonderfal Es- 
capes—An Unknown Paul Revere’s Ride 
te Death—Troops Sent Back—Many Vic- 
tims Buried To-Day—Husbands, Fathers, 
Sons and Brothers Making Coffins for 
Their Loved Ones—Relief for the Suffer- 
ing Survivors—Heartrending Stories— 
Identifying the Dead—Latest Particulars 
ot the Twin Disaster, Holocaust and Del - 
uge—Mayor Nvonan Recetves an Appeal 


for Aid. 


JonNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—The dark disaster 
of the day, with its attendant horrors, thrills 
the universe and draws two continents closer 
together in the bonds of sympathy that bind 
humanity to man. The midnight terrors of 
Ashtabula and Chatsworth evoked tears of 
pity from every fireside in Christendom, but 
the true story of Johnstown, when all is 
known, will stand solitary and alone 
as the acme of man’s  annibilation 
by the potent forces to which humanity 
is ever subject. The menacing clouds stil 
hover darkly over the valley of death, and the 
thunder that ever and anon reverberates 
faintly inthe distance seems the sardonic 
chuckle ofthe demon of destruction as he 
pursues his way to other lands and other 
homes. But the modern deluge has done its 
worst for Johnstown. The waters are rapidly 
subsiding, butthe angry torrents still eddy 
around, and the winged messenger of peace 
has not yet appeared to tell the patnetic tale 
of those who escaped the devastation of 
„„Black Friday. It is not a hackneyed 
uiterance tosay thatno pen can adequately 
depict the horrors of this twin disaster-holo- 
caust and deluge. The deep emotions that 
well from the heart of every spectator find 
most eloquent expression in silence—the 
silence that besneaks man’s recognition of 
his subserviency to the elements and im- 
potence to avert catastrophe. The insignif- 
cance of human life is only fully realized by 
those who witness such scenes as Johnstown 
and Chatsworth and Ashtabula and to those 
whose memory retains the picture of horror 
the dread experience cannot fail to be a fitting 
lesson. This morning opens up 

DARK AND DREARY. 
Great drops of rein fall occasionally, and an- 
other storm seems imminent. Everyone feels 
thankful, though, that the weather still re- 
mains cool, and that the gradual putrefaction 
of the hundreds of bodies that still line the 
streams aud lie hidden under the miles of 
driftwood and debris is not unduly hastened. 
This morning the pecullar stench of decaying 
human flesh is plainly perceptible to the 
genses as one ascends the banks of Stony 
Creek fora halt mile along the smoldering 
ruins of the wreck, andthe most soeptical 
now concede tbe worst and realize that hun- 
drods, aye, perhaps thousands of bodies lie 
charred and biackened beneath this great 
funeral pyre. Searchers wander wearily over 
this smoking mass, and as occasionally a sud- 
den shout comes over the waters, the patient 
watchers on the hill realize that another 
ahastly discovery has been added to that long 
list of revelations that chill every heart and 
draw tears to the eyes of pessimists. From 
the banks many charred remains of victims of 
flames and flood are plainiy visible to 
the naked eye as the receding waters 
reluctantly give up their dead. Beneath 
almost every log or bieckened beam a glisten 


ing skull or the planched remnants of ribs and 
imbs was all that remained of life's 
opes and dreams. Since 10 o'clock last night 
the fre engines have been busy. The waters 
have been constantly playing on the burning 
ruins.

PILFERING STOPPED. 

The stealing by Hungarians at Oambria City 
and points along the railroad has almost 
ceased. The report of several lynchings and 
the drowning of two Italians while being pur- 
sued by citizens yesterday put a damper on 
the soulless pilfering for a time. Deputy 
Sheriff Rose was patrolling the river bank. 
He found two Hungarians attempting to rob 
several bodies and at once gave chase. He 
found two taking to the woods and pulied out 
a pistol and shot twice, wounding both 
men badly. From latest reports the 
men are still living, but are 
In a critical condition. The Sheriff has taken 
charge of Johnstown, and armed men are this 
morning patrolling the city. The people who 
have property in the limits are permitted to 
enter the city if they are known, but otherwise 
it is impossible to get into town. This reguia- 
tion seems harsh, but it is a necessity. The 
relief committee from Onio are pitching their 
canvas tents on the billside. They have 900 of 
these canvas tents and they are being eagerly 
utilized as fast as erected. For the first 
time since the flood men have 
been put to work on the debris at the bridge, 
and are hunting for the bodies that have not 
been burned beyond recognition. This morn- 
ing a man, woman and child were taken from 
the ruins, The child was clasped in the arms 
of the woman, and the trio were evidently 
husband, wife and child. It is a most distress- 
ing sight to see the relatives of people who are 
supposed to be lost standing around wertching 
every body as itis pulled out and acting more 
lize maniace than sensible people. 

The relief train from Pittsburg over the B. & 
O. road reached here at 2o0’clock this morning 
after an exciting ride up the mountain. All 
along the route at each town contributions 
were made to the already well-filled cars of 
provisions. McKeesport added two or three 
taken from Pittsburg, and two more were 
added at Braddock, three at West Newton, 
and so on all the way to Johnstown until, 
when the latter place was reached, the train 
had ten loaded cars. When Johnstown was 
reached every one was anxious to get to work 
to assist in the work of frescue. A 
party was made up and started for the lower 
part ot the town. The path was covered with 
trees, rocks, fences, parts of houses and 
every imaginable thing. Bureaus, beds, side- 
boards and furniture of all kinds were strewn 
from hillto hill. The whole valley of Stony 
Creek for miles up from Johnstown is filled 
with debris of all kinds. The line of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio has been cleared of debris and 
it is piled uP on each side as high as the top ot 
the cars. When the lower part of the town 
was reached the scene presented was beyond 
description. 

THE AWFUL WRECK. 

Half has not been told nor never will de as 
tothe extent ofthe awful wreck. From the 
Pennsylvania Railroad to Main street there Is 
nothing standing but the stone church and 
the large brick school-house. The Mansion 
House is gone and over one hundred people 
were losttbere. From the Baltimore & Ohio 
Depot one can see for blocks in every direc- 
tion and between the depot and the point 
there is standing only a part ofthe Morrell 
block and two small brick offices that 
were protected by the Morrell building.

A DISTRESSING SIGHT.

The 
are one sickening, foul-smelling mass of 
wood and debris, andthe work of searching 
for bodies has only fairly begun. The latest 
estimates put the loss of life atfrom 10,000 
to 12,000. Itis impossible to get any account 
of the number lost. Everyone is so thor- 
oughly tired out and overcome dy the weight 
of the disaster as to be utterly unable to give 
any accurate details or figures. 

IDENTIFYING THE DEAD. 

The work of identifying the dead goes on 
very slowly, and comparatively few so far 
have been identified. Among those identified 
to-day were:

CHARRED REMAINS FOUND. 

Sergt. Doyle, Corporal Jones and Privates 
Marts and Franklin were walking along the 
river about 9:30 this morning when they dis- 
covered something that looked like the body 
of a human being. Sergt. Doyle went over to 
pick up the body and he was horrified 
to find that it was badly burned, and when he 
went to pick itupthe head fell off. He in- 
vestigated further and found more bodies— 
two children and a man and woman were 
found. Parties who were there at the time 
identified the remams as those of Patrick 
Hoganand his family. Hogan’s legs were 
completely burned off, but the

the searchers were at work in Johnstown 
proper this morning they came upona house 
and heard a noise under it, and they chopped 
through the roof and discovered a man in the 
top atory of the house. They pulled him out, 
but he was too weak to give his name and no 
one has identified him as yet. 

Quite a novel scene was witnessed yesterday 
near Johnstown Borough. Some women who 
managed to escape from the town proper had 
to wear men’s clothes, as theic own had been 
torn off by the flood. In one house in Johns- 
town there is $1,800 money, but it is impos- 
sible to 4 at it. The force of the 
flood can be estimated by the fact that 
it carried three cars a mile and a halt, and the 
tender ofan engine weighing twelve tohs was 
carried fourteen miles down the river. A team 
of horses, which were standing on Main 
street just before the flood, were found a 
mile and a quarter below town yesterday. 
Between (aud 50’clock this morning the body 
of an unknown Irish boy was found in the 
street in Cambria Borough. The body was 
well preserved and had a deep 
gash above the eye. Yesterday afternoon 
an unknown woman’s body was taken out 
of the swamp in Cambria Borough. The body 
was slightly decomposed and had an ugly 
mark or gashon the forehead. It was found 
sticking head down in the mud. Almost 
every one has a story of remarkable escape. 

WONDERFUL ESCAPES.

A SAD STORY. 

A pretty, pale, little woman told part of her 
sad story to-day as she nervously ciasped and 
unclasped her hands and cried in a quiet, 
heart-breaking way. Years ago inthe Vir- 
ginia Valley, somewhere near Win- 
chester, this same little soul met 
and loved a hard-working, intelligent 
engineer named Fenn. They were married 
eight years ago, and came to Johnstown 
where they had a neat, comfortable home. 
Fenn made good wages, thier several children 
were always weil clad, and their mother lived 
with her life concentrated upon them. On 
the afternoon of the flood Fenn went to 
the butcher’s and passed out of this short his- 
tory in the waters. When the flood came into 
the Fenn house the mother gathered her 
chicks in the parlor and told them not to be 
afraid, as God was there and would 
guard them. Up came the torrent and 
they went to the second floor 
and again the little mother talked of hope and 
bade them be of good cheer for papa—heaven 
rest him—would come soon in a boat and take 
them away. Up, up rose the water, and now 
the family were forced to the top story. The 
rooms were very low and soon the heads of 
the mother and children were beating against 
the ceiling

AN UNKNOWN HERO. 


The Nameless Paul Revere Who Warned 
the People of Johnstown. 


JONSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—A nameless Paul 
Revere lies somewhere among the unknown 
dead. Who he is may never be known, but 
his ride will de famous in local history. 
Mounted on a grand, big bay horse, he came 


riding down the pike which passes through 
Conemaugh to Johnstown like some angel of 
wrath of old shouting his portentous warning: 

age for your lives to the hills. Run to the 
hilis.’’ 

The people crowded out of their houses 
along the thickly-settied streets, awe-struck 
and wondering. Nobody knew the man, and 
some thought he was a maniac and laughed. 
On, atadeadly pace he rode, and shrilly 
rang out the awfulcry. In a few moments, 
however, there came a cloud of ruin down the 
broad streets, down the narrow alleys, grind- 
ing, twisting, hurling, overturning, 
crashing, annihilating the weak and 
the strong. was the charge 
of the flood wearing its coronet of ruin and 
devastation which grew at every instant of its 
progress. Forty feet high some say, thirty 
according to others, was this sea, and it tray- 
eled with a swiftness like that which lay hid- 
den in the heels of Mercury. On and on raced 
the rider, and on and on rushed the wave. 
Dozens of people took heed of the warning 
and ran upto the hills. Poor faithful rider, 
it was an unequal contest. Just as 
he turned across the irailroad bridge the 
mighty wave fell upon him and horse, rider 
and bridge all went out to chaos together. A 
few feet further on several carsof the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad train from Pittsburg were 
caught up and hurried intothe cauldron and 
the heart of the town reached—the hero who 
turned neitherto right nor left for safety for 
himself, but rode on to death for his towns- 
men. 

AT THE BROKEN DAM. 

11:20 a. m.—Messrs. H. Singer, Geo. Singer, 
Louis Clark and R. Hussey Binns of Pittsburg, 
relatives of members of the South Fork Fish- 
ing Club, have just arrived from the broken 
dam.

HOW A CIRCUS 18 RUN. 


Rules Governing Barnum’s Attrac 
tions. 


The following statement of J. A. Bailey o¢ 
he firm of Barnum & Bailey, the great circus 
owners, appears in the current number of the 
Epoch: The amount of money invested in a 
arge circus like ours, and the daily expenses 
are something enormous. Barnum & Bailey’s 
United Shows represent an invested capita! of 


$8 ,000,000, and the expenses aggregate $6,800 a 
day. A bill war recently introduced in the 
Connecticut Legislature to impose a tax 
on circuses—one in the nature of 
an income tax. It may surprise the public (as 
it did the Solons of the ee State, to whom 
we presented our books), to learn that we 
make only 8 cents’ profit on each ticket that 
we sell during the season. Our treasurer has 
made a sworn statement of this fact; our profit 
small, but it comes from immense numbers. 
All the expenses of the show are inciuded 
in the $6,800; our advertising costs us 
nearly as much as the show itself; our 
bill for lithograph printing alone for the 
season will amount to $125,000. The smalier 
programmes are printed by the million and 
ecattered broadcast in every town we visit. 
The salaries of performers range from $20 to 
— a week; the riders and the aerial per- 


The 


mers receive the highest pay. After each 
show the receipts are counted by the treas- 
urer, whose account is balanced within half 
an hour after the performance, our treasurer 
and our book- keeper being exceptionally quick 
at their work. As our business is for cash, 
there is not much difficulty in keeping 
the accounts. Every day iga salary day; the 
musicians are paid one day, the workmen 
another. Some performers get their salary 
on one day and others on another day. There 
are nearly seven hundred people connected 
withthe show. One item of expense which 
amounts to G0 a day is the system by which 
our cee are protected from pickpockets 
and improper characters. We bave in charge 
ofacaptain four Pinkerton detectives, who 
are on the iookout for suspicious characters 
of all sorts; they prohibit gambling on the 
streets and work in connection with the of- 
cers of the town as far as possible. 

The proprietors of a great circus must cal- 
culate beforehand its 1 from the 
business or monéy-making point of view. 
The number ofcities and towns that we visit 
during a season is determined by the financial 
condition of each town, its general prosper- 
ity, the number of Cirouses it has bad in the 
past years and whether or not it is a railroad 
center to which people living within a radius of 
sixty or a hundred miles can be easily drawn. 
We ‘prospect’ for the most eligibie places 
the same as a man does fora business site. 1 
have an agent whose special business it is to

TO CHECK CONSUMPTION. 


Prephylactic Regulations Against the Spread 
of Phthisis. 


The minute sanitary reguiations enforced by 
the German police seem rather curious to 
American readers. But whatever may be 
thought of them as police orders, they are 
always interesting and valuable because they 
embody the practical application of the most 
modern scientific observations. It is this fact 
that gives importance to the notification 
lately issued by the President of Police at Ber- 


lin, announcing prophylactic regulations 
against the spread of phthisis or tubercular 
consumption. This paper, quoted by the 
Medical News from the Berliner Klinische Woch- 
enschrift of May 6, is as follows: 

„By means of Dr. George Cornet's re- 
searches regarding the spread of tuberculosis 
—made under the guidance of Dr. Robert 
Koch—it has now been proven, beyond doubt, 
that only the dried sputum of consumptives, 
or those suspected of having the disease, may 
be injurious to man. The sputum oy | dried, 
becomes powdered, and may then ecome 
mixed with the air, thus possibly causing in- 
fection of the human body. In order to pre-

A PITIFUL CRY FOR HELP. 

The cry for help which comes from the 
bitter desolation of the Conemaugh Val- 
ley must touch to the quick of generous 
sympathy every heart in the civilized 
world. 

There is infinite pathos in the condition 
of the survivors, more wretched even than 
the victims of the awful disaster which 
swept over the devastated district. With 
the shadow of death which broods over 
the stricken valley is the shadow of want. 
Nothing is lacking to the utter despair of 
the people. The complemental horror of 
devouring flames was added to the fearful 
havoc of destructive floods. Those homes 
may be counted happy by comparison 
which were swept wholly into eternal 
darkness, leaving neither a vestige of 
the house nor a member of the 
household. But there are moth- 
ers and fathers of happy families 
rendered childless in one night; wives and 
mothers deprived of husbands and chil- 
dren; husbands and fathers without wives 
or children, and children who have lost 
parents, brothers and sisters. Nothing 
except time can assuage these griefs. But 
with them is actual suffering for the nec- 
essaries of life. The flood that destroyed 
all that was dear destroyed all that was 
valuable, property, occupation, and actual 
food and clothing for immediate wants. 
The suffering extends widely beyond the 
misery concentrated on the banks of the 
Conemaugh and there will be use for the 
amplest aid which can be given promptly. 

The sympathy which would temper the 
sorrows ofthe stricken survivors of the 
disaster finds best expression in mitigat- 
ing their hardships and ministering to 
their physical wants. The proper view of 
this charity is not as a duty of common 
humanity, but as a high privilege. Mill- 
ions of fortunate people in this broad land 
will gladly respond to the appeal for aid, 
but promptness will add a hundredfold to 
the value of the giving and the great 
cities where funds and supplies can be 
rapidly accumulated must be depended 
upon to meet the pressing needs of the 
time. There is not a moment to be lost if 
great suffering is to be prevented. 

The appeal has been made to the citi- 
zens of St. Louis. Mayor NOONAN has 
already formally placed the cause before 
the people. St. Louis has never failed to 
respond at once on similar occasions in 
the past, and we do not believe the city 
will be found wanting this time. By to- 
morrow the proper authorities should be 
ready to meet any requisition which can 
be made upon the resources of this city. 
The Post-Dispatch will gladly afford all 
the aid for the good work within its 
power, and will have all contributions 
which may be sent to it placed in the 


right hands for distribution.

THE call on other States for help in car- 


ing for the Johnstown sufferers will cease 
as soon as the rich and proud State of 
Pennsylvania can bring her resources to 
bear on the situation. That lake was cre- 
ated to feed one of her canals, and by hef 
permission was maintained as a menace 
to the people whose property and lives it 
has destroyed. She will recognize her 
obligation to make good the damages and 
care for the sufferers. But in the mean- 
time the requirements of a disaster 60 
sudden and destructive must be met, and 
contributions from all points in a position 
to send them quickly will help to mitigate 
sufferings which must be frightful.

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THE prompt and magnificent generosity 
with which the appeal for aid from the 
Conemaugh sufferers has been met is some- 
thing to be proud of. From every city and 
village almost in this country the flow of 
money and supplies started at the first 
word of need. And the wonderful rapidity 
with which information of disaster and 
suffering can be distributed and with 
which supplies can be sent to the proper 
place is the strongest evidence of the 
marvelous progress of the century that 
could be furnished. The modern press, 
telegraph and railroad facilities are the 
real wonders of the world. 
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Frve railroad officials have at last been 
indicted at the instance of the Chicago 
Board of Trade for discriminating in 
grain rates to Chicago shippers in viola- 
tion of the interstate commerce law.

OFFENDERS WILL BE PROSECUTED. 


He Will Not Ask for the Appointment of a 


Special Legal Assistant of the Opposite 
Political Party—No Reason Why the 
Prosecutions Should Not Proceed With- 
out Delay in the Federal Courts. 


O-DAY District At- 

torney Geo. D. Rey- 

nolds returned from 

Hannibal, Mo., where 

he has been in attend- 

ance atthe session of 

the District Court, and 

entered on the inves- 

„ tigation of the nat 

urallzation frauds. 

Judge Thayer will 

return to Hannibal to- night to complete the 

work of the session, but the District Attorney 

will send one of his assistants to represent the 

Government and will remain here himself 

to prepare the evidence in the 

naturalization frauds and to arrange for the 

prosecution of the cases already made and 

awaiting the decision of Judge Thayer on the 

demurrer to the indictments found. The pro- 

gramme of the District Attorney’s office has 

been a subject of considerable discussion dur- 

ing the past week. The discussion originated 

in the Grand-jury room, where on the change 

in the office of the District Attorney the 

jurors suggested that one of the 

incumbents should be continued in 

office to prosecute the investigation 

instituted under their administration of the 

affairs of that office. Among other plans dis- 

cussed was a call on the District Attorney to 

ask the Attorney-General to appoint a special 

legal assistant of the opposite political party 

to assistinthe prosecution of the political 
cases. 

When asked to-day what plans he would 

follow in the matter District Attorney 

Reynolds said: ‘‘During the past week I 


have been engaged in court at Hannibal with 
matters which demanded my attention. I left 
the preliminaries of the investigation of the 
frauds in the hands of my assistant, Mr. John- 
son, who has prepared the evidence. I will 
not return to Hannibal, but will remain here 
to begin the preparation of the cases. I must 
say that as yet have not 
had an opportunity to go over 
the evidence and that as yet I am not pre- 
pared to discuss the matter. I will say that I 
am not prepared to make public my plans as 
I don’t want to be checked on any Tan that 1 
may decide to take. Asfarasthe asking for 
the appointment of a special legal assistant is 
concerned, will say that the work 
is not overwhelming, as far as I can 
now judge, and that I think with my 
assistants I will be able to dispose of it. I have 
not yet received any suggestion as to the ap- 
pointment of a legal assistant of the opposite 
political party and can tell you that Iwill not 
ask for any man asa guard over my Official 
acts. No partisan feeliug will enter into my 
handling of these cases. I will not regard 
the ard, of any man  0»politically 
or socially. he only question which will 
arise with me is as to his guilt or innocence. 
Iam not a new arrival in this community, and 
1 feel that Ican rely on the confidence of this 
community without giving the assurance of 
non-partisan fairness suggested. 

Is it not a fact thatthe offenses of last fall 
were not confined to the representatives of 
any one party?’’ 

have not progressed fai enough in the 
examination of the evidence to be in a position 
to say whether that is a fact or not, Dut it will 
make no difference to the prosecution what 
party’s representatives are implicated in the 
violation of Federal laws,’’ 

Is there any reason why the prosecution of 
these naturalization frauds should not proceed 
on next Monday, if the court overrules the 
defendant’s demurrer?’’ 

None that I can now see. In this con- 
nection I would like to make a little sugges- 
tion to the citizens whoare interestad in the 
prosecution of the election frauds. That is 
that the State courts be enlisted in the work. 
Able judges preside in the Court of Criminal 
Correction and in the Criminal Court. The 
courts also have able prosecuting of- 
ficers and a urisdiction far greater 
than that of the Federal courts. The United 
States Oourt has no jurisdiction except in 
cases where the fraud committed was against 
an enactment by the Congress or affecting the 
election of a member of Congress. The nat- 
uralization frauds are violations of the Fed- 
eral law, and come within the jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts, but under the State 
law the Court of Criminal Correction 
can take cognizance of manyof the alleged 
frauds while the Criminal Court can take cog- 
nizance of others. Asto the collection of the 
evidence these prosecuting officers have ac- 
cess to the books of the Recorder’s ofiice just 
as well as this office and can secure the 
needed evidence as well as we 
can. This is a suggestion which 
might result in the punishment of offenses 
against the election laws which cannot be 
reached in the Federal courts. Every offense 
against the purity of the ballot, no matter for 
what office the vote is cast or to be cast—Gov- 
ernor or Constable, comes within the jurisdic- 
tion of the State court. As far as the Federal 
Court is concerned, I will let my work stand 
as evidence of my fairness and my ability to 
do my duty. 

Have you received the petition asking for 
the discharge of Ehlert from the force of 
specia) Investigators, said to bave been pre- 
pared by attaches of the Sheriff’s office?’’

New Tonk, June 8.—Chariles Burger and 
Wellington R. Burtt, who have been visiting 
England as representatives of the company 
which is to be formed for the unification of 
American salt interests, arrived in New York 
yesterday on board the Umbria. Mr. Burger 
was seen at his home in Brooklyn by a re- 
porter. He was somewhat reticent in his ac- 


count of what he had been able to accomplish 
in England on behalf of the home movement. 
‘‘A movement,’’ he said, having the sup- 
rt ot Erastus Wiman, Judge Comstock of 
racuse, Franklyn Woodruff of the Produce 
xchange and other leading salt dealers has 
been set on foot for tne formation of a com- 
pany to control the exported English salt and 
make salt here. The salt industry in this 
country is almost crippled by the wholesale 
dumping of English salt in New York and 
other Eastern ports and by the rivairy be- 
tween small manufacturers and dealers who 
have been actively cutting each other’s 
throats by low prices without doing any good 
to themselves or the consumer. 
pany has already got the option for over sixty 
small salt manufactories which will be bought 
up as soon as it is incorporated. We propose 
to take into our own hands the manufacture 
and distribution of pure American salt 
throughout the country. We shall also dis- 
tribute meng here by leading producers on 
the otber side. All the manufacturers with 
whom we have treated in Englund are mem- 
bers of the English salt union, which was 
based uvon suggestions made by me, and has 
been a great success. 
When asked whether the company would be 
international Mr. Burger said that the com-

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DISASTERS OF FORMER TIMES SIMILAR TO 
THE JOHNSTOWN CATASTROPHE. 


The Bursting of the Great Dam at Worces- 
ter, Mass.—Hundreds of Lives Lost and 
Scores of Farms Ruined—The Colorado 
Cloud-Burst of 1878—Waves Destroy a 
Sea-Beach. .

About twenty 
years ago a similar freshet occurred in the 
Worcester waterworks, and the only 
reason that the Johnstown horror was 
not equaled was that the lay of the land threw 
the escaping water intoathinly settled vwal- 

ley. 

1 THE GREAT WORCESTER FLOOD. 

The water supply of Worcester at that time 
was drawn from an artificial lake about four 
miles above the city. The water was conveyed 
by pipes to the city and the descent was very 
sharp, as was proved by the fact that there 
was sufficient head to send a stream to the top 
of the tallest buildings. The city had 
constructed a dam, and managed 
everything connected with the reservoir. 1 
cannot remember the year in which the break 
occurred, put it was some time before 1870. 
The city authorities had been warned that the 
dam wasin bad condition, but as at that sea- 
son, either the late winter or early spring, 
there was little water in the reservoir, and as 
it would have to be emptied in order to 
make the repairs, and would fill yery 
slowly, it was determined to let 
things stand as they were for a month 


ortwo. In the meantime the water contin- 
ued to seep through the foundations of the 
dam, and one morning the whole front gave 
bette” and the great mass of water, probably a 
mile long, rushed down thevalley. Had it 
struck Worcester that city would have deen 
wiped from the face of the earth, Most fortu- 
nately there was a slight rise of land that 
shunted it to one side, and it poured down the 
valley of a small stream, destroying every- 
thing in its course. Ido not remember how 
many lives were lost, but there were several 
hundred drowned, and not a house was lett 
standing, great mills disappearing like paper 
shelis before the sweep of the water. Some 
ofthe best farms in the State were in the 
course of the torrent, and not only was 
everything swept awav, but the land itself 
was ruined, In place of the rich loam, when 
the flood passed off the ground was covered 
to the depth of many inches with a mixtare 
of slimy mud and coarse gravel, carried 
down from a narrow gorge near the reservoir, 
and it was years before it could be reclaimed, 
The city of Worcester had to pay an immense 
sum for damages. 
A COLORADO RAILROAD DESTROYED. 

Probably the most remarkable flood that 
ever occurred in this country was that which 
took place in Colorado during the summer of 
1878. Both at Worcester and Johnstown the

bed of a stream. t 
Colorado catastrophe occurred not only 
where ＋ was no fake or other — = 
water, but also in a district nearly totally des- 
titute of streams. A cloud burst took place in 
the mountains about twenty miles north of 
the Veta Pass about noon one dav in July. At 
the foot of the mountains was a broad plain, 
some three miles wide, lying between bliufffs, 
mesas as they are called. No one yet knowa 
how such a mass of water could 
have accumulated; probably fallen trees 
blocked up the entrance some mountain 
go es and acted as a dam. At any rate early 
n the afternoon a great wall of water came 
rushing acrossthe plain. The volume must 
have been immense, as it was fully three 
miles wide, and from four to six feet high. 
The country was very thinly populated, and 
no houses lay in the path of the torrent. 
Hundreds of cattle and thousands of 
sheep were overwhelmned, and a few 
herders lost their lives. The most remark- 
able feature of the flood was the manner in 
which it destroyed the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railroad. There were no cuts or embank- 
ments of any kind, but the flood tore the 
track up as thoroughly as it would have been 
done by a gang of workmen and it was a 
fortnigbt before traffic was resumed. I went 
over the road just after it was repaired and was 
astonished at the force of the water. Not only 
were ties and track torn up together, and car- 
ried more than a mile, but the rails were 
wrenched from the sleepers, broken in two, 
and in some cases bentinto the form of the 
letter 8. Unless I had seen it I would not have 
believed that iron could have been twisted into 
such shapes outside ofa rail mill. It was the 
more remarkable when it was remembered 
that the water was not confined in a narrow 
channel, but came straight over the plains, 

A SEABEACH WASHED AWAY. 

The force of water was exemplified on the 
Maine coast, not far above Portland. For 
about three miles there was one of the finest 
sand beaches in the country and several large 
summer hotels were erected upon it. One 
night in the spring a tremendous storm arose, 
which lasted for several days. The waves 
beat furiously on the shores and when the 
wind went down it was seen that the sand 
beach bad utterly disappeared, its place being 
filled with huge boulders and ocean pebbles. 
The sand had been entirely washed away, and 
the beach was utterly destroyed. Of course, 
this involved the abandonment of the hotels, 
which were allowed to go to wreck.’’

DR. HOLLAND TALKS. 

It is all news to me, hesaid. ‘‘I do not

tion. As regards some of the parishioners 
remaining away inthe evening because they 
do not like the change in the service, I do not 
believe that there are five members of 
the church who remain away on that 
account.

TICKERS STILL SHUT OFF, 


BUT THE BUCKETSHOPS ARE RECEIVING 


CHICAGO QUOTATIONS REGULARLY. 


The Present Situation in the Stock and 
Grain Market—No Trouble Experienced 
in Obtaining Chicago Quotations—The 
New York Stock Exchange Still Out- 
Probability of a Speedy Settlement, 


HE situation in regard 
to the Chicago and 
New York grain and 


stock quotations re- 


‘mains unaltered, 
Neither are received 
on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change; the New York 
Stock Board quota- 
tions are nowhere 
coming in regularly, 
although a number of 
private wires are at 
work; the New York 
Produce Exchange is 
sending out minute 
quotations, while the 
bucket shops have the 
Chicago quotations 
as regularly es ever. 
THE BUCKET-SHOPS UNDISTURBED. 

The board in the Merchants’ Exchange upon 
whichthe Chicago quotations generally ap- 
pear presented a dreary blank. But such 
members as desired to ascertain the condition 
of the market had only to betake themselves 
to the bucket-shops, where every change was 


recorded. Bob Nichols, who supplies these 
quotations, was seen at the tele raph desk of 
the Merchants’ Exchange holding a handful 
of telegrams, which he was sending down 
stairs as fast asa dozen active boys could 
carry them. 

It don’t look mach like they were shutting 
us off,’’ said he in repiy toa question; ‘‘here 
are e quotations, as you cansee for your- 

self. I have had no difficulty in getting them, 
and should be most tremendously surprised if 
I should meet with any in future. Idon’ : 
care how long they keep this boycott ek, 
can get all the quotations I want, and they 
can’t find out how! do it.’ 

A RUMORED SETTLEMENT. 

Close atthe elbow of Mr. Nichols stood R. 
H. Bohle of the Western Union: ‘‘We have 
received no further orders. said Mr. Bohle, 
‘‘and have stopped all tickers in the city ex- 
cepttwo. Those belongto Page McPerson & 
Co., and N. K. Fairbanks 4 Co., as they 
are members of the Chicago Board of 
Trade and therefore entitled/to the quotations. 
Alithe rest, about fourteen or fifteen, are 
shut off. Thereis a report current that both 
New York and Chicago are to order back the 
tickers to-day. I do not know how true this 
is but have deemed the rumor of sufficient 
importance to telegraph to headquarters for 
instructions.“ 
George H. Morgan, 
chants’ Exchange, sai 
report to which 
but know nothing concerning it. In 
regard to tha Chicago qnotations 
the Exchange occupiesa rather peculiar posi- 
tion. Wehavenot received them from the 
Board of Trade, but madean arrangement 
with the Western Union by which we got 
them, This arrangement they have termi- 
nated ot their own motion, and I think that it 
will, in case it is decided in Chicago to again 
send them out, be necessary for our Board of 
Directors to make another application to 
the telegraphcompany. To this there may 
be considerable opposition, as some 
of the members believe that we can do better 
without the Chicago markets. Itis stated on 
the authority of the Postal Telegraph Co. that 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth have been 
steadily receiving Chicago quotations. If 
this is true, it would look as if some prefer- 
ence was being manifested.’ 

President Cox said: ‘‘Weshall attempt to 
do nothing toward — the Chicago 
Board of Trade to allow their quotations to 
be sent us. When we are notified that 
they are at our disposal we will see 
whatisto be done. There isastrong feeling 
among certain members that it would be bet- 
ter if we received no continuous quotations 
from Chicago, and it may be that, if 
we are notified that we can have 
the quotations as formerly, that a vote of the 
Exchange may be taken onthe question as to 
whether we willreceive them. Some think 
that this would lead to their rejection. 

THE NEW YORK STOCK EXCHANGE. 

Page McPherson said: ‘‘Of course the stop- 
page of the New York stock quotations se- 
riousl limits business. There is heavy 
speculation in this line, and the 
people wantto know the market. It does 
not appreciably affect the bonds, as but little 
money is lent in this city on New York stocks, 
and What there is has sufficient margin to 
render daily quotations of small moment. The 
specu'ative business is different, and tbe 
lack of regular quotations is a serious handi- 
cap. Ihaveno idea that the present condi- 
tion of affairs will last more than a few days, 
as it hurts all markets and does good to 
none. 

Albert Singer of Kohn & Co. said: ‘‘The et- 
fect of cutting off New York quotations has 
had the effect of nearly stopping trading. We 
are getting frequent advices from our corre- 
spondents, but this is notthe market and the 
market is what investors want. It is 
a mistake to suppose that the action 
of the New York Stock Exchange is directed 
against the bucket-shops. It is really the 
manifestation ofa piece of very childish and 
petty spite. Two telegraph companies, the 

old & Stock and the Continental, have been 
competing for the ticker business.

The Stock 
eeenas agreed to furnish the quotations to 

the former company and the latter 
brought suit. The case was de- 
cided a few days ago, the Court 
holding that the quotations were the property 
of the Exchange, butthat in giving them out 
no favoritism could be shown. This of- 
fended the directors, and they determined, as 
they could not dispose of the quotations as 
they pleased, to withhold them from every- 
one. Ido not think that any attempt wili be 
made to adhere to this position, but if 
there is, it will be ineffectual. 
Too manytpeople are interested in knowing 
the state of the markets to admit of the suc- 
cessful carrying out of any such scheme, and 
if the Stock Exchange does not send the quo- 
tations in the regular way, they will soon do 
telegraphed fully by some of the members.

A few 
minutes after the receipt of the communica- 
tion Chief of Police Heubler came into the 
office and told the Street Commissioner that 
he had just received complaints from all parts 
of town about barbed wire fences which were 
being used to protect the grass plots along 
the edges of the pavements, the policemen re 
porting the complaints saying that many of 
those protesting had had their clothing torn 
by the wire and that several children had 
been injured oy running against the barbs, 
The Chief will send the Street Commissioner a 
list of these fences and their location and 
men will be sent out to instruct the property 
holders that the barbed wire must go fram 
the public sidewalks. The complaint in the 
Campbell case was unique and read as follows:

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A SERIOUS BLOCKADE. 


FASTERN RAILROADS CRIPPLED BY THE 
RECENT RAINSTORMS. 


The Pennsylvania Tracks South of Balti- 
more Under Water—A Serious Washout 
on the Delware, Lackawana & Western 
—The Erie Resumes Traflic—Immigrants 
Detained—The Railway Mail Service. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorRK, June 3.—Thejrailroad blockade is 
serious all through the region of country vis- 
itea by the fearful rainstorms of Thursday 
and Friday and the swollen streams contin- 
ued their work of destruction all yesterday in 
Pennsylvania, New York and Maryland. For 
several hours yesterday the tracks of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad were under water 
south of Baltimore and no passenger tickets 
were soid for Washington during the greater 
part ofthe day. By evening, however, the 
running of the trains south of Baltimore was 
ret umed, and no further delay to travel is 
feared for the present in that section. The 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad 
came in vesterday for its share of disaster re- 
sulting from thestorm. A serious washout 
ocurred just beyond Syracuse, and the Buf- 
falo express train No.7, scheduled to leave 
Hoboken at 7 o’clock last evening, 
was not sent out and nogtickets were 
sold for points west of Elmira during the 
day. No through trains will be dispatched 
over this line untilthe breaks near Syracuse 
are repaired. On the Pennsylvania Railroad 
the blockade continues to such an extent 
that several days will probably be required 
in which to make the requisite repairs for 
moving the trains west of Harrisburg. The 
five blockaded trains near Altoona and Wil- 
more, mentioned yesterday, are still storm- 
bound, if indeed they are in no worse condi- 
tion. The railroad officials at Harrisburg 
were engaged all yesterday in the attempt 
th communicate with these trains. 
Telegraph wires are prostrated through the 
mountains for a distance of 150 miles and 
relays of mounted couriers were brought into 
requisition. The sale of tickets for points west 
of Harrisburg on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
has been wholly discontinued for three days, 


and through Western trains are either not 


sent outor are abandoned at Harrisburg. Of 

course there has been a remarkable decrease 

of passenger traffic over this road, but other 

lines which are open are doing a big business. 
THE ERIE RESUMES TRAFFIC. 

The Erie road, which has been ae by 
the storm, resumed traffic over the en line 
yesterday morning, and four heavy through 
trains were dispatched for the West durin 
the day.

THE MAIL SERVICE. 

The railway mail service was equal to the 
emergency. It was greatly aided by the 
prompt and energetic action of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Oo. who were able to return on 
the train arriving at Jersey Oity shortly after 
7 o’clock on or glen | night about twenty-nine 
wagon-loads of mail matter. This was re- 
ceived by the representatives of the railroad 
mailservice from New York City and was 
by them transferred to the mail wagon 
contractors to connect with the westward- 
bound trains at the Grand Central Station, 
which was scheduled to leave at 10 p. m. This 
was so admirably managed under the super - 
intendence of Mr. R. C. Jackson, who was 
present at the station prior to the departure 
of the train, that twenty railroad car-loads of 
mail matter lefton the New York Central road 
by the above train Saturday night. This 
transfer will necessarily delay the delivery of 
mail matter at its final destination, but the de- 
lay will be much less than was anticipated. 

O. P. Craig, the General Eastern Passenger 
Agent of the Baltimore & Ohio, received yes- 
terday from the General Passenger Agent of 
the same road a dispatch which says the trains 
are running regularly to Washington, via 
Washington branch, and then Frederick and 
Point of Rocks via the main line. The line is 
also open and trains easing between Cum- 
beriand and Pittsburg, Wheeling and Parkers- 
burg. The road between Point of Bocks and 
Cumberland is submerged in many places and 
it will be impossible to tell the exact extent of 
the damage until the water subsides and the 
track can be examined. No trains to points 
west of Point of Rocks will be run before nexs 
Tuesday.
